They grow every day lefs able to carry on 
the War than we; their Troops grow more 
and more uncapable to deal with us than 
before, the oftaer we fight with them; 
And on the other hand, we grow every day 
more powerful than we were before ; our 
Troops are reftored by regular Additions 
of Men form’d and difciplin’d before, emue 
lating the Glory of thefe that went before,

Great as they were———- Th 
yet more and more exhaufted by 
A&ion, and when their Troops are 
ken by hard Service and terrible Eng

cefity ot their unhappy Circumftances to 
feek Death asa Relief to their worfe For- 


tunes— Or if thefe are not the Men that — 
form their Troops, they are made up of 
captivated Slaves, driven like Dogs witha 
Whip, or like fubjeéted Drudgesion Chains, — 
‘to the Army ; here they do no more fer- 
vice than needs muft, and run away upon — 
y, yet, thée- every Opportunity. : : 
In fhort, by every fuch A@ion the French — 
_dofe the Blood not of their Men only, but 
-of their S»ldiery; What we lofe (sho” we 


value it too) we yet recruit with more ad- 
vantage, aud every Year we find our 
Troops, if poffisle, better than before 
For this Reafon, tho’ we have bought this 
Viéory dearer than ufual, yet it is nolefs 
a Viétory to us tnan before, and our Joy 
is not fo fenfibly abated by the Lofs, as fome 
People would have us imagine. 

_But what fhall we fay to the double Joy

Can ¢ 
be better News to the French, than to tell 
theit People— That even the Engli#{h laugh 
at the Pretences of a Vi@ory, and banter 
it in their Commanders, and that this is 
dene in the Face of the Government, that 
the News-Writers make a Jeff of the Suc- 
cefs—and.they dare not punifh them for 
it 2 For my part it is my profefs’d O- 
pinion, That when Authority will be tram- 
pled upon, it fhould be trampled upos— 
And every Magiftrate that will be made a 
Jef of, ought to be fo—— And indeed is 
é fo in the Nature of the thing : If Villains 
4 unpunifh’d fhall infulc their Mafters, thofe 
People are no more Mafters— 1 do not 
fpeak this with relation to the contemptible 
Author of the above-noted News— But 
in general, as the. Party pra@tife with Im- 
punity fuch things 3s no Government in the 
World, no Magiftracy, no Authority ought 
to bear. 

If you will jeft yourfelves ont of the No- 
tion of a Vidory, how can you expeé but 
your Neighbour-People the French fhould 
be jefted into it; if you that have thus dri- 
ven your Enemy out of the Field can be 
made chagrin and phlegmatick, and made 
believe you have no Victory when you have 
ite ——= No doubt but the Enemy’s poor 
abufed Subje&ts may be made to believe 
they have a Vi&tory when they have not, 
if you cry out —as is the Language of a 
Party now— A Viory, as they call it! a 
bloody Vidtory ! a dear bought Viétory ! 
a Vi@ory to our Lofs! — and GOD grant 
we may have no more {uch Viories ! and 
the like — What think you the French will 
fay to one another? They'll boaft of the 
Numbers they have kili’d, the brave De- 
fence of their Infantry 5 that their Horfe 
could not come to aé, or elfe few of the 
Confederate Army had efcap’ds, that they 
have ruin’d the Foot of the Confederate 
Army, that the French Infantry did Won- 
ders, and that they have let the Enemy fee 
the Spirit of the French Nation is not funk, 
but that theysan meet them ia-the Field. 
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Now tho’ thefe things feem remote to 
as, yet will you pleafe to examine whe- 
ther they are of ule to the Enemy or not, 
and if they are, then by encouraging their 
Mock-Notions you do them fervice, whe- 
ther you do yeur own Country and People 
an Injury or not. :

Thofe Reports 
magnified by French Artifices, and doubled 
in carrying, will have their Ufes in Spain, 
to encouarge the People there to adhere 
to King Philip, which we find them for- 
warder to do already, than we promifed our 
felves would be— and a thoufand other 
Advantages are the Effe& of the Fremcb 
Crying-out of a Victoryemmemee And fhall 
they bring their Vouchers for it from 
England. ? Shall we that fought fo bravely 
to win Victory from them in the Field— 
give it to them grafis in our Coffee-houfe 
Chat, our News Writings and Intelli- 
gence ? 

For fhame, Gentlemen, don’t do fo much 
wrong to the honeft Gentlemen that fought 
fo heartily, and bled fo much for it —— 
"Tis difcouraging, that when they have 
waded up to the Teeth in Blood, and tram- 
pled their Enemy under their Feet, beaten 
them out of the Field, and purfued them 
tojthe very Cannon of their Town, you 
won’t own their Labour, but will rob them 
of it when they have done, and give it to 
the Enemy that run away from them—~ 
Old Harry wou’d not fight fora Nation 
that would ufe him at that rate. 

But above all, what fhall we fay to our
